Dr. Eisenstein 
Ends Hillel 
Speech Series 

"Judaism cannot S'.'rvive without 
religion." said Dr. Ira Eisenstein in 
the concluding address of four Hil- 
lel Lecture Forums at Hillel 
Mouse last night. His topic was. 
"Can Judaism Survive Without Re- 
ligion?" 

"No nation," he went on, "can 
survive unless It justifies some phi- 
losophy of life." The Jewish Philo- 
sophy, he thought, was to "assert 
the futility of violence." the "demo- 
cratic right to be different," and 
the demonstration of "ethical in- 
ternatienalism which would lead 
toward the brotherhood of man." 
This, he maintained, was the Jew- 
ish Religion. 

Sneaking of the Jews in Pal- 
estine he said, "I don't believe these 
people would risk their lives, as 
they are doing, if being a Jew 
meant merely belonging to a peo- 
ple." The reason they do, he added 



own practises, he referred to the 
race of Cocopa Indians living on 
the banks of the CUorado River. 
Outlining their definite themes of 
behaviour, he showed how they 
adapted their customs lo modern 
civilization. "Like them," he poin- 
ted out, "we have definite themes 
of behaviour which we were born 
into. All we need to do is to reccg- j 
nizc the possibility of these exist- 1 
ing themes. So many of these cus- 
toms arc out-dated symbolisms, 
that the 'difficulties occur when 
they cross each other. It is then 
that adaption is necessary. Labour- 
management difficulties, religious 
distension, and racial strife are all 
examples < f this crossing of our 
sub-cultures." " 

Dr. Kelly emphasized that every 
custom, every symbolism, has its 
use, even though so little is known 
about it. "Anthropologists see that 
some fort of symbolism ,is neces- 
sary and must not be attacked till 
understood." In closing. Dr. Kelly 
said that the world has a growing 
respect for the validity of customs 
for those who have grown up un- 
der them.

McGill students thi* year have been besei^ed 
by several unexpected election*, eominc com- 
paratively early in (he term. First there was the 
rontest for presidency of the Women's Union, 
bronchi about hy a resignation at the close of 
the last term. Today, McGill's suident veterans 
are heinp called upon to elect an executive for 
their society. This latter contest results from the 
decision taken at the lasl meeting of the society, 
where it was found that open campus elections 
would eliminate the evil of voting under 
"pressures." 

There are six positions being contested today. 
They are: President. Vice-President. Housing 
Director, Treasurer, Secretary and Publicity 
Director. These positions are being sought, by 
two slates of six people each, the two slates 
being more or less committed to respective 
platforms. 

It would appear Ihen, that .«iudent veterans, 
if they are to be consistent, will have rend the 
two platforms, and on the basis of their choice, 
they will be committed to vote for one of the 
two clair». 

There are many students who will object 
lo this type of election on the grounds that it 
presents approximately the same type of situa- 
tion which existed before. That is, two opposing 
groups vieing for leadership of the Society. 



Hut. this is not necessarily the case. Both 
platforms if examined closely, ghow that the 
two slates have committed themselves to desist 
from the former state of political haggling. All 
candidates have agreed upon the seriousness 
of the veterans' problems and have promised 
to devote their energies to these problems and 
not to the furtherance of political ambitions. 

It becomes obvious then, that in part, the 
choice of executive will be made on the basis of 
what, in the individual's opinion, is the platform 
which promise? best to carry out the program 
of representing McGill's student veterans. 

Another basis for choice is the known or 
reported abilities of the individual candidates. 
These can be judged by either individual know- 
ledge or the pen-sketches as published in The 
Daily. 

But it may be, the real test of how repre- 
sentative the elected executive is will rest upon 
the volume of the vote recorded today. w ilh 
lite utmost participai ion of the whole student 
veteran body, the elected candidates will at 
least be ensured of a heavy vote in their favor. 
The necessity, therefore, for all vets to go to the 
polls and to record their preference becomes 
obvious.— A.T. 




DIALECTICAL MATERIALISM

Tliij tirticlt on Dialecfirnl Materialism toil! be 
presented in turn sections, the /irst 0/ which appears 
below. 1 

Dialectical Materialism— Here i.« a vision, and. one 
so sweeping that it is fit lo stand by the great .re- 
ligion* of the world and claim the allegiance of mil- 
lion* las it doe*): the Cosmos in Process — rational 
determinable process; much like thai in Ihe way we 
observe our own minds progressing ttoo much, some 
critics might say. It deserves consideration both as 
force ami philosophy. A slate of affairs in tempor- 
ary equilibrium— be it social, physical, cultural, or 
economic, is the starting point. It générales its op- 
posite and in the ensuing struggle a compromise or 
new level is reached, incorporating element* of both 
;n a temporary synthesis, which, in turn, will gen- 
erate its opposite, and so through history the spiral- 
ling process goes on, This is the religion and the 
basi« of the Dialectical Materialism. Its evidence? 
All hi*tory, the natural sciences, the social sciences, 
common sense and even the highest reaches of 
mathematics. II* confirmation is universal. Wc can- 
not lightly sel it a*ide. This is the claim of its ex- 
ponents— let us examine it closely. 

First the double question of origin*. Let us sim- 
plify as we must in all questions of history, and iay 
that the primary source of the doctrine itself is in 
the Dialectical Idealism of Hegel. This is true 
enough for our purposes: there is no reason to trace 
back the sources of Hegel in his refutation of Kant, 
who In turn reconciled English Empiricism and Con- 
tinental Rationalism, both springing from Descartes, 
rejecting partially the Medievals, Incorporating Aris- 
totle with Christianity, etc., etc., etc. Here Ihe source 
of the source of the source is comparatively unim- 
portant. But in the other aspect of the question of 
origins It Is vitally Important. 

To accept Dialectical Materialism 'and we must 
accept it as a whole and not in part, to accept it at 
all» we must posit a generating force in the Uni- 
verse which 1* in contradiction with itself— how else 
will we get the primary Anti-Thesis? There must be 
not one 'God' but two 'Gods', one, say, the principle 
of permanence, wisdom, truth, beauty, goodness 
<the conventional ideal; the other, equally strong 
(since it disrupt* Ihe placid equilibrium of the first) 
—the dynamic principle, evil ugiine*s, ignorance, and 
folly— in short. Satan. The theol ngical issue here is 
ago-worn and would occupy us for another millcn- 
lum. but the difficulties and implications are, I hope.' 
obvious— two omnipotent and Infinite forces. And 
whit is more we are still as far from the question of 
origins as whtn we started (though this is no ex- 
clusive defect of Dialeetieal Materialism). I suggest 
that this failure to explain completely the workings 
of the universe rules it out (and all Oie previous 



philosophies and religion*) as an adequate philoso- 
phy. All thinkers agree with me; the theologians 
base their final appeal on faith not in reason; the 
philosophers agree with everyone else in saying that 
there can be no final statement; Whitehead says 
there can never be an 'adequate' metaphysics. The 
Marxians say completeness I* unattainable. Why do 
I go on so far into theology and scepticism? Merely 
to "reduce" Dialectical Materialism to the level of 
Christianity, Buddhism, Judaism, etc. and place Marx 
on a level (although philosophers will grimace at 
this a* theologians must have winced at my previous 
"reduction") with -Plato. Arislotle. Spinoza, Kant and 
Whitehead. Once *o 'reduced', Ihe appeal of Dialec- 
tical Materialism to universal working principles is 
seen as a pose (and an affected one at that). With- 
out an adequate metaphysics, the assertion of Thesis, 
Antithesis, and Synthesis applying throughout na- 
ture (including society) is sheer speculation and con- 
venience claiming no more allegiance than any rival 
speculation or coovenicnt system. 

"But," objects the Marxian, "we never claimed 
completeness for it; all we use it for is as a scientific 
'hypothesis, a guide to action based on the history 
and the science*." In that case, it stands open to 
condemnation as arbitrary and selective— and to this 
there is no reply. Why choose economic facts and 
history as the driving force to change? Cultural his- 
tory claims ideas are the spring and force to change; 
there are theories and hypotheses of race, in terms 
of which man's story Is as clear and logical as Marx 
was; Carlyle would say that great men are the clues 
to progress; and the arguments for arguments for 
economics as THE factor are no more imposing than 
those arrayed in favour 'of its rivals. "From an enor- 
mous mass of fact*," the objector can say, ''you have 
abstracted a limited range of data, claiming for it 
primacy in our consideration. This is unjustifiable. 
We thank you for bringing lo our attention what 
has previously been comparatively neglected; eco- 
nomic history certainly deserves lo be considered 
along-side political, racial, and Cultural history and 
we will make due allowance for it in the future; but 
I fear that your enthusiasm has caused you to over- 
emphasize the importance of this type of fact to 
compensate for its neglect in the past." 

Here the Marxian will say (if he is an astute log- 
ician)— "This is all very well, and your sympathy 
is appreciated, but arbitrariness and selectiveness do 
not automatically condemn a thing as wrong. All 
sciences are arbitrary' and selective of necessity. 1 
admit to your charges but still say that I am right; 
and, logically, I am within my rights in saying so. 
Go ahead and prove that I am wrong if you can." 

And here the objector will pause for a moment 
and think before replying.

The news that Kirstcn Flagslad 
will soon make her first post-war 
appearance in Montreal may re- 
mind many of the scries of nasty 
episodes which accompanied Mme.

JACKPOT! 

The supply of good navels these 
day* is a very meager one In- 
deed. This is due. In great meas- 
ure, to the current market value 
of bad one*. When the Mountain 
Fell must have come ax a »ur- 
pri*e to dutiful reader* of the 
usual machine-turned Book-of- 
the-Month. Here at last Is a fine, 
serious piece of writing! 
When the Mountain Fell, by the 
late Swiss author, Ramuz, is, with- 
in its self-imposed limitations, a 
masterpiece. The story, set against 
the background of the author's Al- 
pine homeland, is a simple one 
dealing with Man's struggle with 
the elements. The Devil's Tower, 
which has hung perilously over the 
mountain pasture at Dcrborencc n.s 
long as men can remember, finally 
falls, burying tiic shepherds and 
their sheep and huts under it. 

Antoine, whose hut is built 
against the mountain, is trapped in 
the, avalanche. His wife, whom he 
had left at home in the town in the 
valley below and who is soon to 
bear his child, gives him up for lost. 
When, after two months, he man- 
ages to dig his way through the 
rocks and rubble, the villagers im- 
agine that he is a ghost. Their ac- 
ceptance of him and his readjust- 
ment to the world of reality are the 
themes of the novel. 

When the Mountain Fell Is a 
work of beautiful balance and 
clarity. There are no great emo- 
tional heights or depths; the effect 
obtained is one of a smooth, even 
flow of life, disturbed momentarily 
by the catastrophe of the-avalanchc. 
It is an allegory on the life of Man; 
one of those allegories into which a 
great diversity of meanings may be 
read. The author avoids striving for 
"locnl colour." He uses only the 
lasting features of life in a pastoral 
community. Thus, while he says 
that the events took place 20(1 years 
ago in a community somewhere in 
the Upper Rhone Valley, the time 
might be our time or any time, and 
the scene might be the Rockies or 
Andes just as easily. Descriptions 
of scenery in the Alps are particu- 
larly beautiful. All in all, it is a 
book worth reading.

The second organ recital in the 
Casavant Series was given on Tues- 
day evening by Jean-Marie Bus- 
slercs, organist of the Saint Sacra- 
ment Church, Quebec City. Mr.

Balbastre, Couperln 
le Grand, Widor, Franck, Duprc, 
Langlois and Vicrne. 

The best Bach of the evening was 
heard in the Toccata in C major 
which was built up to an excellent 
climax. It was followed by a sin- 
cere performance of the lovely 
Adagio. Unfortunately, the Fugue 
was not at all comparable with 
these performances.

Comrade 
Albert's brothers in arms beyond 
the Atlantic used to speak of me as 
a Fascist dog.

•Now 1 am so moved I almost can- 
not find it in my heart ot say any- 
thing unkind. Bui it must be done. 
Anyhow, thanks Comrade. 

According lo Mr. Albert the true 
Interest of the European Socialists 
lies in their co-operating closely 
with the Communists. 1 will not 
waste much space on the refutation 
of the "proof he produces to back 
his ideas on this point. II should be 
sufficient to call his attention to 
one single fact: that only in the 
Russian-dominated eastern part of 
Europe will he be able to find that 
cherished "left Wing Unity." 
Strange, isn't it? Maybe it Is so be- 
cause of the grcalcr political free- 
dom enjoyed Jn Eastern Europe. It 
U well known that in American- 
controlled Western Europe people 
who speak out against Washington

In which case he is 
dishonest. At any rate no Socialist 
who has read Lenin's works will 
feel inclined to join up with Com- 
munism.

ernmenl, contains many potential 
resources which are incapable of 
development by private concerns 
without assistance. To meet this 
difficulty, their bill provided for 
tax concessions, subsidies, and 
crown corporations. It would, they 
claimed, benefit every individual 
Canadian. 

The Progressive Conservatives, in 
proposing an amendment to the 
bill, claimed that it had good inten- 
tions but did not provide tor effi- 
cient immigration policies which 
will be necessary because Canada's 
present labour supply is insuffi- 
cient lo meet the demands which 
such a system would produce. They 
further argued that immigration 
would also produce a demand for 
an extensive housing program. 

The contention of the CCF party 
was that the Government bill could 
actually accomplish nothing and 
was purely an expression of senti- 
ment. It was, they claimed, an at- 
tempt to increase the monopolies 
on basic Industries which arc al- 
ready too powerful. Attacking sec- 
tion 3 of the bill, which provided 
for the channeling of raw materials 
into Canadian industrie*, they ar- 
gued that there were no Canadian 
industries capable of absorbing 
non-ferrous metals, and no Cana- 
dian markets for newsprint. Any 
tax concessions, it was argued, 
could only be at the expense of the 
people of Canada. 

The Labour Progressive Party 
backed the CCF in its argument 
that there were already loo many 
monopolies and too much profiteer- 
ing. Private enterprise, they claim- 
ed. Is ruining' Canada. Their 
amendment was aimed at destroy- 
ing monopolies. 

Summing up, the Government 
claimed that the CCF Party was 
playing to the press gallery, and 
were using up valuable time in 
useless prattle without contributing 
anything constructive. As for the 
LPP amendment, they stated, it 
contained points already under- 
stood In the Government bill. The 
Opposition, declared Joyal, was 
trying to push the Government into 
unconsidered legislation on hous- 
ing, while another bill concerning 
immigration' was already under 
consideration.
